CSU launches new 


presidential search 
webpage for CSULB

The Cal State University system has 
launched a webpage that will allow 
campus members to share their opinion 
on what they would like to see in the 


next Cal State Long Beach president. 
The webpage was created to give 


" the community an outlet and increase 


campus participation in the ongoing 
presidential search. 

“It’s useful in that it allows people 
that were not able to participate at the 
open forum an opportunity to share 
their perspective,’ CSU Spokesman 
Mike Uhlenkamp said. “This is an- 
other way for people to share their 
feedback.” 

Submissions on the website are sent 
via email to the Trustees’ Commit- 
tee for the Selection of the President 


(TCSP), the committee that is respon- 
sible for finding candidates and select- 
ing the next president, Uhlenkamp 
said. 

The emails are then shared with the 
Advisory Committee to the Trustees’ 
Committee for the Selection of the 
President (ACTCSP), a committee 
comprised of campus representatives. 

Associated Students Inc. President 
John Haberstroh said that anyone can 
submit an online form with his or her 
comments and suggestions. 

“This will allow those who are a 
part of the selection process to have

a better understanding of the needs 
of CSULB community members,” 
Haberstroh said. 

The campus community, though, 
doesn’t seem to be aware of the web- 


page yet. 

“J haven’t heard anything about it, 
but I think it will be important,” fresh- 
man pre-nursing major Ashley Rodg- 
ers said. “It will give people a chance 
to share their opinions.” 

Senior graphic design major Cheryl 
Smith said she hadn’t heard of it either.

FIRE president speaks to students about 
First Amendment rights at colleges 


FIRE is an organization 


defending free speech 
on campuses.

Lukianoff spoke to a room of 
about 40 students and faculty in the 
journalism and mass communication 
department about First Amendment 
rights and censorship on college 
campuses. 

“T took every single class that 
Stanford offered on freedom of 
speech, and nonetheless, I’m regu- 
larly shocked with the kind of things 
that can get you in trouble on the 


President of the Foundation for Indi- 
vidual Rights in Education Greg Luki- 
anoff highlighted the increasing issues 
surrounding free speech limitations on 
college campuses nationwide at an on- 
campus presentation Wednesday. 

“Anybody who has ever been a 
student journalist knows that people 
are incredibly good at coming up 
with excuses to censor opinions they 
dislike,” Lukianoff said. 


modern college campus,” Lukianoff 
said. 

In his presentation, Lukianoff said 
he wanted to give a “legal perspec- 
tive” on how free speech norms have 
changed. To do this, he showed “the 
most offensive slide” in his Power- 
Point presentation, which was of a 
poster created during the 1960s that 
depicted police officers raping the 
Statue of Liberty. 


The cartoon, illustrated by a stu- 
dent radical group, led to the 1973 
Supreme Court case, “Papish v. Board 
of Curator of the University of Mis- 
souri.” 

Lukianoff said that the artist drew 
the cartoon because she was angry 
that police officers had “roughed up” 
members of her radical group and 
were then acquitted. 

“Tt is taken for granted that free 
speech is protected in the United 
States and that it needs to be espe- 
cially protected on college campus- ~ 
es,” Lukianoff said. 

Lukianoff also mentioned an inci- 
dent in which a student at Modesto 
Junior College was reprimanded for 
handing out free copies of the U.S.

Lesbian, gay, bisexual and transgen- 
der hip-hop performers and drag kings 
lit up the stage last night at the Nugget 
Grill and Pub for the third “Queer Hip 
Hop: Uncensored” event. 

Attendees included Cal State Long 
Beach students and supporters of the 
LGBT community. 

This is the third year CSULB has 
hosted the event at the Nugget Grill and 
Pub, with the exception of 2012 due to 
a lack of coordination by its organizers. 

Returning performers included 
Mack Mistress from Oakland, Calif., 
and new faces such as drag king per- 
former Ryder Knightly and the openly 
gay rapper Deadlee, who the event’s co- 
ordinator, Julie Potter, said is known as 
a “pioneer of homo-hop.” 

The event started with 30 seconds of 
silence to honor the “Transgender Day of 
Remembrance,” a day dedicated to trans- 
gender individuals who have lost their 
lives in their struggle to gain acceptance 
as transgenders. 


Potter and Daniel Luna, president of 
the CSULB Gay Straight Alliance, lit a 
candle on stage as they held hands and re- 
membered those who have passed away. 

The event kicked off with three drag 
king. performances, including first- 
time drag king performer at the event, 
Knightly. 

“Ym fairly new to the drag king 
scene,” Knightly said. “I have performed 
at Hamburger Mary’s and Club Ripples, 
but this is my first time doing it here.” 

As Knightly preformed, a table of her 
supporters rooted her on, with one friend 
throwing dollar bills on the stage. Mid- 
performance, Knightly came down from 
the stage to dance with her girlfriend. 

“Ym here to support my friend 
[Knightly],” said Tyreh Hiriams, a non- 
CSULB student. “I support the whole 
[gay] community.” 

Hiriams said he felt that by integrat- 
ing LGBT with the hip-hop commu- 
nity, which often attaches a stigma to 
the LGBT community, “it balances out 
society in a good way.” 

Some of those who attended said 
they felt that the hip-hop community 
and the LGBT community are moving 
toward a positive future. 

“JT don’t see it as a divide [between the 
communities],” senior creative writing 
major Lynn DeLacruz said. “I do see 
this as a cool chance for people to see 
more sides of the [gay] community.” 

A few CSULB students came to the 
Nugget without realizing the event was

Constitution on Constitution Day be- 
cause he hadn’t received permission 
prior to distributing the materials. 

This incident, he said, also sets the 
opening scene for his book, “Unlearn- 
ing Liberty: Campus Censorship and 
the End of American Debate.” 

He said that many college campuses 
nationwide have designated free speech 
zones, but even with a designated zone, 
students still have to get advanced per- 
mission to use the “free speech” area, 
as well as have materials approved in 
advance on some campuses. 

Lukianoff said that his passion for 
First Amendment rights and free- 


dom of speech came at an early age. 
He said both of his parents, one of 
whom is Russian and the other Brit- 
ish, had varying ideas of what free 
speech meant. 

He said he came to believe that if 
his parents could not agree on what 
someone is allowed to say, then the 
idea of elected officials making that 
decision was “insanity.” 

Some students, like senior journal- 
ism and history double major Sean 
Khalifian, said they were surprised 
to see this kind of censorship because 
free speech fights have been estab- 
lished in the U.S. 

“T would never have guessed that 
freedom of speech has really stayed 
an issue on college campuses,” K hali- 
fian said.

Local police officers should reconsider use of deadly force 


Earlier this week, 19-year-old 
Tyler Damon Woods was shot and 
killed by Long Beach Police officers. 

According to the Long Beach 
Press-Telegram, Woods was 
suspected of carjacking in Los An- 
geles. An arrest warrant had labeled 
him as “armed and dangerous.” 

When officers tried to appre- 
hend him, however, Woods alleg- 
edly ran away. Officers later found 
Woods’on top of an apartment 
complex, and an officer-involved 
shooting ensued, according to the 
Press-Telegram. 

The shooting death of Woods 
marked the city’s 20th officer- 
involved shooting in 2013. 

According to the Press-Tele- 
gram, the 
number of 
officer- 
involved 
shootings has more than doubled 
from last year. 

Although only a few of the 
officer-involved shootings have 
resulted in death, we question 
whether the use of deadly force by 
police has been justified. 

In addition, we would like the 
Long Beach Police Department to 
explain to members of the com- 
munity why deadly force was used 
in these cases. ’ 

Keeping the public tuned in to 
police issues can help us bettter 
understand which situations demand 
the use of force and which do not. 

Yes, we agree that use of deadly

force is sometimes necessary. If a suspect is firing at police officers, 
police will have to fire back to protect their own lives. 
With Woods’ case, however, we are unsure if the use of deadly 


force was justified. 


According to the Press-Telegram, police officers were 
unsure if Woods had been armed at the time of the officer- 


involved shooting.

Former President John F, Kennedy failed to fix civil rights in 1960s 


Friday marks the 50th anniversary of the 
assassination of former President John F. 
Kennedy. 

The assassination was a tragic event that 
shook an entire nation and left a mark on 
countless Americans.

Reconstruction. 

Kennedy, as well as many other Democrats 
within Congress, voted against the bill after they 
temporarily filibustered it in the Senate. The bill 
eventually passed. 

If Kennedy truly was the civil rights advo- 
cate he claimed to be when 
he ran for president, then 
he should have voted to 
pass the bill regardless of 
how his fellow party members felt. 

This inconsistency could be seen again in his 
presidency, when he promised to act quickly 
and resolve the hostile race relations that were 
plaguing America. 

When he won office in 1960, Kennedy did very 
little in terms of actually passing or suggesting 
any laws to ease racial tensions. 
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This may have occurred for a number of rea- 
sons, ranging from the Bay of Pigs fiasco to the 
Cuban Missile Crisis. 

Kennedy may have promised to make these 
changes, and well intended to, but had to put 
those aside for cries that he felt were of greater 
importance. 

Whatever the reason, 
he wasn’t the champion of 
civil rights he promised to 
be. 

In the years near the end of his life, Kennedy 
began to show some indication of addressing the 
elephant in the room. 

Had Kennedy kept his word and acted sooner, 
the civil rights movement could have progressed 
much more quickly. 

Instead, Kennedy chose to remain fairly mod- 
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erate and hold off doing anything major. 

Whatever his reasons for this, people always 
speak of Kennedy in a positive light and remem- 
ber him as being a great man of the civil rights 
movement. 

While it is important to show some respect for 
Kennedy, one cannot let these emotions temper 
what actually transpired during Kennedy’s time 
in office. 

When history becomes misunderstood, one 
cannot learn from it, and one is doomed to 
repeat it. 

By analyzing the Kennedy administration more 
objectively, we can truly begin to understand how 
society reached where it currently is today.

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THE FALL OF BLOCKBUSTER 


The once movie-rental 
monopoly couldn’t 
survive in a digital age.

Let’s face it. Going into blockbuster 
with that little blue rental card is offi- 
cially a thing of the past. 

Two weeks ago, DISH Network 
Corporation announced that all Block- 
buster stores will close by early Janu- 
ary. DISH President and Chief Execu- 
tive Officer Joseph Clayton blamed the 
death of the movie-rental giant on the 3.0 
abandonment of physical films to digi- 
tal streaming. 

Blockbuster was once driving 2.5 
smaller rental stores out of business, 
but for the past few years, it has been 
trying to survive in a generation 2.0 
where it had to compete with digital 
media format. 

“One of my first jobs was in a mom- 1 
and-pop video rental store and those 
were almost all put out of business by 
Blockbuster,” Tracey Mayfield, associ- 1 
ate dean of the Cal State Long Beach 
library said. “They were often seen as a 
villain, so there are many who feel that 0.5 
by it tanking for the various reasons 
that I have read about ... is some sort of 
poetic justice.” 

People no longer flip to the movie 
reviews in the newspaper before vis- 
iting their neighborhood video rental 
store. Now, people seem more in- 
clined to read IMDB.com or Rotten 
Tomatoes .before opening a new tab 
and surfing over to Netflix to make 
their decision. 

But who really needs the personal- 
ization anymore? Video rental stores 
bring to mind images of employees who 
can’t really answer movie inquiries, 
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Blockbuster’s revenues plummeted from 2008 to 2011, remaining steady over the past two years. 
Netflix’s revenues have fluctuated, while Redbox’s profits have consistently been on the rise. 


and why wait for the new releases when 
they are only a torrent download away. 

Los Alamitos is home to one of the 
last Blockbusters in the area, which 
stopped renting more than a week ago 
and has been selling their previously 
rented merchandise. 

However, there is always a burst of life 
before death. At the Los Alamitos Block- 
buster, there is a healthy amount of people 
streaming through the store from open to 
close. People with arms full of DVDs are 


trying to take advantage of the $5 to $10 
movies that they will never have to return 
again. 

One woman was balancing a dozen 
DVDs in her arms while still browsing 
the shelves. 

A store manager for the Los Alamitos 
location said the store was operating fine 
on its own, with 350 to 400 customers 
daily but, since it was owned by DISH 
like most of the remaining stores, it had 
to be pulled from retail. 


Viacom bought Blockbuster for $8.4 
million in 1994 to help it fund its even- 
tual purchase of Paramount Pictures 
three years before Netflix was founded, 
according to Eric Wold, a senior analyst 
for B. Riley & Co. 

Viacom dropped Blockbuster in 
2004, and gained a dividend of $1.3 bil- 
lion dollars in the process and sending 
Blockbuster into subsequent years of 
bankruptcy, according to Tom Adams, 
research director for U.S. Media. 


Blockbuster filed for bankruptcy pro- 
tection in September 2010, in attempt to 
mitigate $1 million in debt. DISH net- 
work acquired Blockbuster in 2011, but 
then proceeded to slowly close the 1,700 
remaining retail locations. 

.Of the original 9,000 stores from 
nine years ago, 303 remain, according 
to the New York Times. 

A handful of locations will remain 
open, however, because roughly 50 
Blockbuster locations in the U.S. are

owned by third-party franchises. 

In an IBISWorld report, Analyst Jes- 
se Chiang said the fall could be the re- 
sult of the attempt to push Blu-ray discs 
into the hands of consumers during the 
height of the economic crisis. At $4.99 
a pop, the discs were mostly untouched 
at the Los Alamitos Blockbuster liqui- 
dation sale. 

Today, the movie-rental market is 
shared between Redbox at 45.5 percent, 
Netflix, Inc. at 24.3 percent and Block- 
buster, Inc. at 16.9 percent, according to 
the report. 

DISH still operates “Blockbuster @ 
Home,” an online streaming site, as 
well as “Blockbuster On Demand,” and 
said it plans to hold onto the streaming 
rights for content. 

According to Wold, Redbox is ex- 
pected to rake in an additional $200 to 
$300 million in annual revenue once 
Blockbuster stops providing physical 
films to viewers. 

Junior film major Mary Hanson said 
she thinks the changes were inevitable. 

“People are lazy and would rath- 
er stay home or use fancy technol- 
ogy,” Hanson said. “I. don’t think it’s 
a bad thing, it’s interesting to watch it 
change.” 

Hanson also said she feels that 
while entertainment is easily acces- 
sible, people have become close- 
minded. Watching a film is no lon- 
ger something done with friends and 
family, but rather something to do 
alone before falling asleep or in lieu 
of studying. 

When walking into Blockbuster for the 
first — and last — time in years, a great 
sense of nostalgia will wash over you, 
evoking memories of spending too long 
to choose a film that would be perfect for 
one of those gloomy days. 

While more convenient rental 
models dominate the consumer mar- 
ketplace, movie buffs are already 
beginning to miss the days of slowly 
navigating the aisles at the familiar 
movie-rental store.

49er in 25 years to compete in the 
NCAA cross country championships 
when he runs with the best in Terre 
Haute, Ind., on Saturday. 

Enriquez, finished 10th out of 187 
runners at the NCAA West Regional 
in Sacramento last weekend to qual- 
ify for the championships.

Before Enriquez was running his 
way into LBSU record books, he 
was at Queen’s College in Charlotte, 
NC. Before then, he was at nearby 
Downey High School. 

“In high school I never made it to 
a state meet,” Enriquez said. “I was a 

good runner, but I was never clutch at 
the end, and I never had that last spurt 
in order to make it to these big meets. 
I’ve matured as both a person and as a 
runner, and I feel that now I wanted it 
more, and my desire to make it to this 
final competition was there.” 

Enriquez, who said he didn’t see 
himself as a successful distance run- 
ner until middle school, didn’t have 
an easy path to the NCAA champion- 
ships. 

He faced the adversity of an injury 
during his freshman year at Queens 
College and had to deal with more 
when the coach who helped him trans-

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fer to LBSU left. Fortunately for En- 
riquez, things still worked out under 
current LBSU cross country coach 
Patrick Wales-Dinan. 

“He is a highly-motivated, driven 
guy, and he’s not afraid to believe in 
himself,’ Wales-Dinan said. “He be- 
lieves that he can compete with the 
best around, and he doesn’t put limits 
on himself.” 

In a year when the 49ers have in- 
troduced seven freshmen, Enriquez 
has been especially valuable to the 
rebuilding process, Wales-Dinan 
said. 

“He is the ultimate motivator, and 
he leads by example,” he said. “We 
have a lot of freshmen on our team, 
and he has definitely taken them under 
his wing and is teaching them what it 
takes to be an elite athlete.” 

Wales-Dinan said he _ believes 
that having Enriquez compete in the

NCAA championships will help the 
program for the future. 

“It is an important first step toward 
building something bigger,’ Wales- 
Dinan said. “Chris [Enriquez]’s per- 
formance just helps to show the guys 
around him that train with him every- 
day that it is possible to qualify a team 
[for the NCAA Championships] every 
year.” 

Enriquez said that he ran an average 
of 85 to 90 miles per week with the rest 
of the LBSU men’s cross country team 
during the season. That preparation 
has helped him excel in the late-season 
meets and get him ready for the NCAA 
championships this weekend.

As the nation commemorates the 
50th anniversary of John F. Kennedy’s 
assassination this Friday, schedules 
around pro sports will continue uninter- 
rupted as they do any other weekend. 

But 50 years ago, after the president 
was killed on the Friday precluding 
Sunday football, retaining normalcy in 
pro sports was anything but possible. 

Seven NFL games were scheduled 
for that Sunday following the assas- 
sination, and in hindsight, they should 
have been canceled. The games were 
played, but the NFL’s mistake has 
since been corrected. 

After the first week of the 2001 
season, the NFL suspended its slate of 
games the weekend following the ter- 
rorist attacks of Sept. 11. The MLB also 
pushed back its postseason that year 
into November for the very first time as 
a result. 

While the country mourned the 
slain president in 1963, NFL commis- 
sioner Pete Rozelle faced the dilemma 
of either postponing or continuing the 
scheduled games. Rozelle ultimately 
made a decision that he repeatedly 
declared as being his biggest mistake 
as commissioner. 

The nation’s attention was diverted 
from sports that November weekend, 
of course, and was largely focused on 
Kennedy’s death. Columnists around the 
country criticized Rozelle the following 
weeks for letting the games play on.

telecasts of the seven games in favor 
of news coverage on the assassina- 
tion’s aftermath. 

It was wrong to let football be 
played that Sunday 50 years ago. 
Bob Costas helped demonstrate that 
on Wednesday night with his NBC 
Sports Network special! on the per- 
spective of the 1963 Dallas Cowboys 
following Kennedy’s death. 

In the first game played amid the 
hysteria surrounding the assassina- 
tion, the Cowboys, representing the 
city where the president had been 
killed two days prior, traveled to 
Cleveland to face the Browns. 

The Cowboys players were 
met with a lot of anger. Home 
fans booed and threw items at 
the Cowboys players on the field. 
Browns owner Art Modell report- 
edly barred the PA announcer from 
saying “Dallas” when referring to 
the Cowboys. 

On Sunday morning before the 
games started, news broke that Jack 
Ruby had shot and killed Lee Harvey 
Oswald, thereby taking more of the 
nation’s attention away from football. 

Rozelle should have suspended 
Week 11 of the 1963 season, and 
various NFL players have since 
voiced that their heads and passions 
weren’t invested in it any way. 

Although Week 11 happened, 
it was a week with a loss of genu- 
ine competition on the field. The 
president had been shot and killed 
two days earlier, relegating a Sunday 
afternoon football game to a trivial 
affair. 
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
